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X. Ltndfuaj a new Genus of Ferns. By fonas Dryander^ M.

'■jT^HE ferns belonging to this genus have fo much the habit of 
AdianUim, that M. Aublet and Profeflbr Swartz have referred 
to that genus the fpccies difcovered by them, though they ought, 
according to the generic charadlers of Linnxus, to have been re¬ 
ferred to Flcris. In examining the Filices dorfiferce in Sir Jofeph 
Banks’s herbarium, for the purpofe of inveftigating the membranes 
which cover the frudifications, I foon difcovered a great difference 
between thcfe fuppofed Adiantums and the genera of Adiantum and 
Pteris. In Adiantum the frudlifications, being diftimn: fpots, are 
covered by lunular membranes attached to the margin of the frond 
and open towards the difk; in Pteris the fruiSlifications form a line 
along the margin of the frond, and are covered by a linear membrane 
faftened to the margin of the frond, and open towards the difk ; but 
in this genus the fruftifications form a line parallel with the margin 
of the frond; in fome fpecies clofe to it, in others more or lefs 
remote from it; but in all, the covering membrane is attached to 
the dilk within the line of fruaifications, and opens towards the 
margin of the frond. 

I have named this genus from hir. John Lindfay, an afliduous 
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Mr. DryahderV /Account of the Lindfa: a, 

and fkilful botanift in Jamaica, whofe paper on the germination of 
ferns, printed in the laft volume of our Society’s Tranfadlions, may 
entitle him to be particularly remembered in treating of this order 
of plants. Our Prefident, with whom I communicated my deter¬ 
mination of this genus, has already introduced it in his valuable 
arrangement of the Genera FU'icum Dotfiferartwiy publiflied in the 
fifth volume of the Memoirs of the Academy of Turin.

In Sir Jofeph Banks’s herbarium are fix fronds of this fpecies 
from M. Aublet, out of which only one is fagittate; all the reft are 
cordate. The chara£ler of the genus is not ill exprefled in Aublet’s 
figure of part of the frond, numbered i.
